Washington, Feb. 18.—Delegations 


representing the Woman's Suffrage 
association, now in session here, ap- 
peared before committees of congms 
today in advocacy of their plea that 
women be allowed to exercise the 
right of suffrage. 
In the senate 


they appeared before the committee 
on woman suffrage* 
The meeting 


was presided over by Senator Bacon, 
of Georgia, who practically turned 
the control of ttfce hearing over to 


Susan B, Anthony, who made 


the first address of the day. She be- 
gan by calling attention to the fact 
that for thirty-four years, or sev- 
enteen congresses, the ladies foave 
been-looming <to congress with their 
pleas, but she said that only on one 
occasion had their proposed amend- 
ment to the 
constitution been 


awarded the. 'honor of being taken up 
in the senate for discussion. 
She 


therefore made an appeal to be heard 
by the senate, expressing the convic- 
tion that the women of the country 
are as much entitled to be heard as 
<are the Filipinos, the Porto Bioans 
and the Hawaiian^. 
She also said 


that tihe 600 women who toad been 
sent to the Philippines to teach were 
quite as well qualified to exercise the 
rights of citizenship as are the men 
who go to those islands for the baser 
purpose of making money. 


On the house side the delegation 


appeared *before the judiciary com- 
mittee* 
Mrs, Catrife C. Catt, presi- 


dent of the association, explained to 
the committee that sihe desired par- 
ticularly that the foreign delegates 
should describe to the committee the 
progress of the woman 
siiffrage 


movement in other parts of the 
world. 
The speakers today were 


ttlss Vida Goldstein, of Australia; 
Hrs. Evald, of Sweden; Mrs. Fre-ed- 
land, of Russia; Mrs. Melwick Miller, 
of England; Isabella Campbell, of 
Wyoming; Miss TEheodosia AmnDcras, 
of Colorado; Mrs, Impish, of tTtaii; 
Mrs. Weaver, of Idaho, and Mrs, 
Catt, 


Miss Goldstein, the first speaker, 


told of the struggle and success of 
the woman suffrage movement in dif- 
ferent portions of Australia and ex- 
plained the political status-of women 
there as well as the great benefits 
that had followed the granting of the 
suffrage to women. 
The predictions 


of the adversaries cf woman suffrage 
had utterly failed, sihe declared. 
The women of Australia," efhe said, 
do not forget their homes or their 
babies and they don't raid t&e public 
offices," She concluded her appeal to 
the committee with this sentence: 


"Australia trusts her women; 


surely America can trust hers." 


Mrs. ffreedlaad explained that in a 


country like* Bussia there was, of 
course, little suffrage, but what tfttei-e 
was was shared equally by men and 
women. In a country whose political 
laws were the least liberal, those 
laws were the most liberal to the civil 
capacities of women/ 


Mrs, Evald, of Sweden, where 


woman suffrage was older than in 
any country on earth, and Mrs. Drew 
son, of Norway, where women paying 
taxes on an income of the equivalent 
of $100 a year, enjoy suffrage, told 
of the suffrage privileges enjoyed by 
women in their country. In Sweden 
women enjoyed the ballot before tiaen. 


Miss Campbell, who is the daugh- 


ter of the first governor of Wyoming, 
the executive who signed the woman 
suffrage' law, declared that every 
governor of Wyoming has testified 
that woman suffrage bad worked 
well, 


Miss Ammons, of Colorado, de- 


dared that every woman elected to 
office in Colorado had reflected credit 
upon her sex.

MR. WINGATE GIVES A TALK 


SPEAKS OF SHORTCOMINGS OF 


If ANY ASSESSORS, 


John Wingate, member of the state 


tax comiptasioru, is in the city today 
and is holding an interesting confer* 
enc* with the arteaaors of the vari- 


OTIS townships and municipalities of 
Allen county. 
The oommiMion is 


composed of Governor Durbin, Mr. 
Wingate and Parks Martin, and Mr, 
Wingftte'ft district i* the northern 
half of the state. Last year he was 
here at about a corresponding date 
and called a meeting1 of all the county 
assessors in his district, of whom 
only about a dozen or so reported. 
The frftffliirtlFflioin .tMj* year decidjed to 
attempt to meet the township and 
deputy city assessors in each county, 
in county meetings, and Mr. Wingate 
says that the one in progress today 
is the first held in the northern dis- 
trict. Port Wayne was selected for 
the first meeting, it being the most 
important city and Allen county the 
most important county north of In- 
dianapolis* 
The attendance today 


was very gratifying to the commis- 
sioner and he says it convinces him 
that the new plan is the most prac- 
tical yet proposed. There were pres- 
ent at the assembly room this fore- 
noon wihen order was rapped for 
nearly every township assessor in 
Allen county, the city assessor and a 
number of deputies, besides every 
member of the county council, who 
had also been invited to attend. 


Commissioner Wingate 'took the 


chair without any formality and on 
motion £. H. Parker was named as 
secretary* Mr. Wingate immediately 
plunged into the subject of assess- 
ments and taxation tand spoke very 
interestingly for nearly an hour. He 
dwelt particularly upon the import- 
ance of an assessor's duties and the 
lightness with which the average as- 
sessor regarded them; he pointed out 
•the ruts into which country—find 
city—assessors usually fall 
and 


showed how those ruts could be 
avided, the same as ruts in a wagon 
road. He tried to impress upon his 
•hearers the fact that those ruts 
should *be avoided. He recited how 
the average country assessor usually 
left his blanks at the country store or 
pofftofflce, and after the taxpayer had 
signed them, the assessor again col* 
lected them, and also collected his per 
diem for doing1 nothing. He insisted 
that the asBeesor's true duty was to 
fix valuations by personal inspection 
and that before he allowed a tax re- 
turn to go into the county office he 
should himself have a personal 
knowledge or idea at least whether it 
was right or wrong. His talk was 
pithy and pointed, illustrated by num- 
erous homely anecdotes, and after he 
was through there was no doubt left 
in the minds of -his auditors that it 
was ids honest opinion that tito ap- 
pointment or election of an afrseroor 
was not solely for the purpose of al- 
lowing 'him and his deputies to draw 
a salary from the township or county. 


Mr. Wingate invited discussion on 


any proposition and requested tfoe as- 
sessors and councilmen present to 
ask any questions they liked and to 
raise any discussion that presented 
ft»elf. 
Councilman GK W. Bracken*

Kellogg, or Seventh-Day Adventisi 
sanitarium here, whioli was located 
cu a hill at the highest point in the 
city, was destroyed by fire early to- 
day and the property Loss.is estimat- 
ed at from $300,000 to $400,000. 


So far as can be learned there was 


no loss of life among the 400 people 
in the sanitarium, although one or 
two persons are sold to be missing 
and it is possible that their bodies 
may be in the ruins. 


However, those missing may be in 


one of the 'houses or hotels which 
have taken in 'the homeless patients.

FIRE STABTO IN BATHROOM. 
The fire started in' the bathroom 


of the sanitarium building, probably 
about the furnace. A still alarm was 
turned in, but the flrst company of 
firemen called could not cope with the 
flames, which shot up the elevator 
shaft to the roof like rockets. 
A 


general call was sent in, but the fire 
was 'beyond control. The water pres- 
sure wus low and this added to the 
handicap of the firemen, as the sani- 
tarium stood on <a hill. In two hours 
the building was itx ruins and the 
hospital was nearly destroyed. 


It is almost miraculous that the

reports of our diplomatic and consu- 
lar officers last year record continued 
growth in the sales of many lines of 
manufactured from the United States 
in foreign markets and the increase 
of the general concern throughout 
Europe as to the possible results of 
our industrial competition:.

complied by the treasury

ment show a considerable falling off 
in the total value of manufactured 
goods sent abroad, it is stated there 
ae&ns to be a steady and uninter-

For instance, 


we do not yet know whether the near* 
est of all celestial bodies, the moon, 
is absolutely dead and abandoned or 
not. 


Within three months past one as- 


tronomer, M. Charbonneaux, of Meu- 
don, has seen, as he and his assist- 
ants aver, an active volcano on the 
moon, with clouds of dust or vapor 
floating over it, 


Another unsolved problem of in- 


tense interest relates to the sun. We 
do not know whether the sun is grow- 
ing hotter or colder. If it is yet only 
gaseous in its constitution, there is a 
known law which proclaims that its 
heat must increase while in continues 
to contract. 


It remains to be shown that the 


sun has commenced to liquify or has 
grown so dense that the laws govern- 
ing gases no longer control it. 
If 


that stage has not 'been reached, then 
an epoch may be approaching when 
there will be truly a hot time on the 
sarth! 


A third problem, of vastly greater 


range, that astronomers are working 
at concerns the structure of the uni- 
verse. 
Everybody knows that the 


sky is encircled with a soft, pearly 
ring of faint light, which seems like 
a girdle drawn around the sphere of 
the stars. 
One of the greatest as- 


tronomical problems is the nature of 
that girdle-the Oalaxy, or the Milky 
Way ,as it is called. 


The question is, what relation does 


the Milky Way hold to the other 
brighter separate stars which are 
scattered all over the sky? Is it in 
reality what it looks like— a girdle 
or a spiral of very distant stars hav- 
ing no connection with the other and 
nearer orbs of space, or is it simply 
an effect of perspective, produced by 
our being in the middle of an enor* 
inous fiat disc made of stars; which 
stars appear few and scattered when 
we look out sideways from the disc- 
shaped space that they ocupy, but 
become innumerable and stretch off 
into infinite distance when we look 
along the plane of the disc toward 
its narrow edge? It is not yet set- 
tled which of these two explanations 
givq6 the more satisfactory account of 
the phenomenon. 


Then another question arises out'of 


this one, and brings our sun and our 
solar system again into the problem: 
What is the situation of the sun with 


to the Milky Way? 
J - - 


Evidently if the Milky Way is a 


ring, we are not far from the middle 
of it; and if it is a disc, we must 
likewise be near the center of that 
disc; but the sun, carrying us along, 
is in constant motion, going, roughly 
speaking, from the south 'toward the 
north. 


Will it eventually transport us into 


the ring of the Milky Way, or will 
its course change so that we shall 
move away from that wonderful gir- 
dle or disc of stars? 


tTpon. this arises yet another prob- 


lem. Is there a common center of 
gravity for all the stars, for the 
whole universe, around which center 
every thing moves; or, on the other 
hand, are there only oniuor systems 
of orbs connected by their mutual 
gravitation, but virtually independ- 
ent of other systems? 


Gravitation, which is itself an un- 


explained mystery, seems to extend 
over all distances; but that is merely 
seemhig, for we have proof only that 
its sway exists between the members 
of the solar system, including the 
comets, and between the orbs that 
inake up the so-called binary stars, 
wiwe two close by stars are observed 
to be in motion about their common 
center. 


Tor the universe at large at is only 


a prol&ble inference—not a matter 
of establishing fact— that gravita- 
tion affects all bodies alike an-l ex- 
tends 'to all conceivable distances, 
only weakening as the distance be- 


greater.

that ias ever been harvested has 
just been gathered from the ranch of 
John Parley, 
on the outskirts of 


Phoenix. From seed which is per- 
haps a thousand years old Mr, Par- 
ley has just harvested a crop of corn 
which is larger than any ever known 
in the valley, and Irom two acres 
be has Sold nearly two hundred 
bushels, which has brought him $55. 
Six months ago, during the progress 
of excavations in the ruins of an 
ancient city about four miles east of 
Phoenix, a large earthen Jar filled 
with shelled 
corn was uncovered

TWO WAYS WITH GLOVES.

Washington, Feb. 18—The

portant document entitled "review 
of the foreign commerce of th« Unit- 
ed States in 1901," showing th* pace 
at which this country rail during the 
last calendar year in the great race 
for 
supremacy 
in trade in 
the 


world's market*, has beeu made pub- 
lic by Frederic Emory, chief of the 
bureau of foreign commerce of the 
state department. 


It is stated that the commercial 


reports of our diplomatic and consu- 
lar officers last year record continued 
growth, in the sales of many lines of 
manufactures from the United States 
in foreign markets and the increase 
of the general concern throughout 
Europe- as to the possible results of 
our industrial competition. 
Al- 


though, the figures of our exports 
complied by the. treasury 
depart- 


ment show a considerable falling off 
in the total value of manufactured 
goods seat abroad, it is stated there 
seems to be a steady and uninter- 
rupted spread in the popularity of 
what may be termed American "nov- 
elties" all over -Europe. By the word 
"novelties" are meant not only labor 
saving implements and (machinery 
which are strange to most Eu- 
ropeans, but a great variety of ar- 
ticles of merchandise, all of which. 
possess distinguished' points of ex- 
cellence and relative cheapness, new 
to Europe, which commend them to 
purchasers there 
in preference to 


similar articles of home manufac- 
ture. Iu other words, while the ag 
gregate of our exports of manufact 
ured goods has shrunk, the variety 
of sales in Europe is being extended 
und tho territory upon which the; 
are encroaching is being steadily en 
larged. 


A striking example of this is in 


Austria-Hungary, 
where 
import 


from the United States are increas- 
ing rapidly. That country originated 
**> tiunsmlt : 


the idea of a 'European combination 
against American trade, and there 
the hostility of the industrial classes 
is most pronounced. 
The United 


States again leads the list of coun- 
tries 'selling to Germany, and is 
causing the economists of that na- 
tion much, concei'n. 
Indeed, it is 


pointed out this same concern is felt 
in Trance, Great Britain, Belgium, 
Switzerland and the other highly d«- 
veloped manufacturing countries of 
•Europe. It is shown to be a fact -that 
we are now supplying European na- 
tions -with goods which Slave for 
years been, distinctively of the coun- 
tries themselves and which, we used 
to import from them.

silk to France, tin plate ito Wales, 
cotton to England, and our 'Califor- 
nia fruit is making such headway in 
Spain as to provoke the query in a.

It remains to be shown that the

grown so dense that the laws govern- 
ing gases no longer control it. 
If 


that stage has not 'been reached, then 
an epoch may be approaching when 
there will be truly a hot time on the 
earth! 


A third problem, of vastly groater 


range, that astronomers are working 
at concerns the structure of thn uni- 
verse. 
Everybody knows that the 


sky is encircled with a soft, pearly 
ring of faint light, which seems like 
a girdle drawn around the sphere of 
the stars. 
One of the greatest as- 


tronomical problems is the nature of 
that girdle—the Galaxy, or the Milky 
Way ,as it is called. 


The question is, what relation does 


the MUky Way hold to the other 
brighter separate stars which arc 
scattered all over the sky? Is it in 
reality what it looks like—a girdle 
or a spiral of very distant stars hav- 
ing no connection with the other and 
nearer orbs of space, or is it simply 
an effect of perspective, produced by 
our being in the middle of an enor- 
mous flat disc made of istars; which 
stars appear few and scattered when 
we look out sideways from the disc- 
shaped space that they ocupy, but 
become innumerable and strettch off

dinner parties," says the Daily News 
—and they me the form in, which 
London entertainment chiefly shows 
Itself through the winter months— 
"have been getting steadily 
more 


and more luxurious, protracted and 
intolerable in the course of the last 
ten, or twelve years. A dinner party 
has ceased to be a meal (after all, a 
meal it should be) with agreeable 
social opportunities. 
It has degen- 


erated into an occasion for display 
and extravagance. It has become a 
pretentious and fatiguing function. 
The hour is too late, the procession of 
courses too long, and the very art of 
dinner-giving is in danger of pass- 
ing from us. In the twentieth cen- 
tury we cannot, of course, look for 
sumptuary laws. They could not be 
passed, or if they were, they could 
be evaded. If we ai-e to escape the 
evil, fashion must be modified by 
other methods. It is well known 
that the king when prince of "Wales 
sought to check the abuse. In the 
sect in which he moved there was 
more simplicity and tlie welcome 
change was due to his known wishes. 
Happily in this matter his influence 
will "be more felt now, A curtailed 
menu Is almost as good as 'an accel- 
erated dinner hour.

An enlisted man "who served iu the 


volunteers in the Philippines lias 
enriched the Smithsonian institute 
by selling to the government at a 
nominal figure a valuable collection 
of relics from the archipelago. Prof. 
0. T. Mason, the authority on ethno- 
logical subjects, lias charge of the 
collection, -which came from J. M. 
Harkius, -an enlisted man of volun- 
teers, who seems to liave had the nat- 
ural instinct of a collector. Har- 
kiiis' collection includes native shoes, 
rare Malay -work, ornaments worn in 
ceremonies, the curious -waist "belts 
of the native hunters, oVld necklaces, 
a fine array of Malay weapons, six- 
teen different Itinds of coins, an as- 
sortment of hats—all of a -descrip- 
tion which betokens a keen apprecia- 
tion of the rare on the part of the 
collector, -who. by the way, is un- 
known except by name and through 
his correspondence -with the officials 
of the Smithsonian institute. 


Another collection which has ex- 


cited the admiration of Prof. Mason 
is that of Capt. Thomas W. Darrah, 
of the subsistence, department, now 
in St. Paul, who has a collection of 
tropical hats of all sorts and varie- 
ties. Prof. Mason recently addressed 
a letter to army and navy officers 
who were stationed in the Philip- 
pines asking that they contribute to 
the Smithsonian any of the rair and 
curious things which they were like- 
ly to cncounter.—CMcago Tribune. 


TWO WAYS WITH GLOVES. 


"There is a wrong and a light way 


to put on gloves," said a dealer re- 
cently. "To learn the right way, 
watch an experienced saleswoman 
while shfc tries n pair on a customer. 
Invariably she will first shove ths 
glove on the .four fingers before put- 
ting on the thumb. She works slow- 
ly, meanwhile, and not until the 
glove is .fully fitted to the 'hand 
does she fasten it at the wrist. 


"When the glove is removed the 1 


operation should begin at tlie wrist, 
-and the glove be carefully turned 
backward as far as .the second joint of 
the fingers. It will /then come off 
easily with a slight pull at the tips 
of the fingers. If, however, it be 
pulled from fche hand by -the tips of 
the fingers, it will be stretched out 
of shape. 


"One 
glove should never "be turned 


into another, in the manner in which 
stockings are usually done np. 
Th<jy 


should be laid out as flat -as possible, 
with the thumb folued inside the 
palm of tlie glove." 


A long glove box is <the best recep- 


tacle for gloves. Layers of -white tis- 
sue paper should be placed be'twccn 
the folds of delicate gloves. Persons 
of fastidious taste arrange

gloves between sachets 
perfumed 


with their favorite powder.
